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Proving the Home Rule Need 


Throughout the State there is growing 
concern over the predicament in which 
numerous county and municipal govern- 
ments find themselves as a result of the 
Supreme Court decision invalidating con- 
tested local legislation which does not 

’ carry proof of having been advertised be- 
forehand. 


Locally, there is considerable con- 
fusion as to the status of the terms of a 
portion of the membership of the Fulton 
County Commission, one of the bills ap- 
parently subject to invalidation provid- 
ing for a change in tenure so that all five 
of the Commissioners would be elected 
simultaneously. The latter is a long-need- 
ed reform and one which must be effec- 
tuated. Yet its status is questionable and 

continue so until someone contests 
it or a declaratory judgment can’ be ob- 
tained. 

The Macon Telegraph, citing the Fulton 
dilemma as well as the Richmond County 
debacle, points out the inescapable con- 
elusion that all this confusion would have 
been avoided had Georgia had a genuine 
home rule law. 


The Telegraph, which has never been 

* satisfied with the piecemeal substitute 
which the last General Assembly adopted 
in the name of home rule, reiterates its 
eonviction that “the so-called home rule 
measures passed in 1946 are not worth 
the paper they are written on” inasmuch 
as they are supposed to be general laws 


and yet a large number of Georgia coun- 
ties, including Bibb, are exempted there- 
from. 

“For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury,” declares The Telegraph, “the peo- 
ple of Georgia have been demanding a 
system of home rule for cities and coun- 
ties which would cut down the mass of 
local legislation which clogs the wheels 
of every General Assembly. The bound 
volume of the Acts of 1946 contains more 
than 1,800 pages of which approximately 
1,500 pages consist of local laws affecting 
matters which could have been handled 
by the cities and counties if adequate home 
rule machinery had been set up.” 

There is no doubt that the Legis- 
lature thus far has failed fully to comply 
with the new State Constitution’s direc- 
tive that the General Assembly shall pro- 
vide home rule. This despite the fact that, 
home rule being the primary selling point 
on which the people were led to ratify the 
document, it was nothing short of a man- 
date. ) 

Happily, the voters will shortly have an 
opportunity again to make known their 
wishes. We hope every thinking Georgian 
will refuse to vote for any legislative or 
gubernatorial candidate who is not will- 


ing to pledge himself wholeheartedly to 


the support of whatever amendments may 
be necessary to make our present home 
rule legislation completely effective and 
thus to eliminate forever the possibility 
of such confusion as presently exists. 


A Victory for the People 


Action of the House of Representatives 
in voting for repeal of restrictive taxes 
on oleomargarine was a victory for the 
people over special interest. Few laws of 
the past century have shown such rank 
and obvious discrimination in favor of a 
particular group as have the anti-marga- 
rine laws, many of which have been on 
the statute books for 62 years. 

The prospect that these Federal laws 
at last may be repealed is cause for jubi- 
lation among the millions of consumers 
who regularly use margarine instead of 
butter. And it holds, too, special signffi- 
cance for the still-agricultural South which 
furnishes most of the peanut and cotton- 
seed oil used in the manufacture of mar- 
garine. — 

It is not by any means certain that the 
Senate will concur with the House action, 
but the chances are bright indeed. Sen. 
William J. Fulbright, of Arkansas says he 
has made a “casual canvas” of the Senate 


and finds the prospect there “very good.” 
Sen. Taft has announced his full support 
of the measure. Additional hope is offered 
in the fact that the bill will go to the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee for recommenda- 
tion rather than a hostile Agricultural 
Committee. It will be remembered that 
the House Agricultural Committee, packed 
by representatives of the dairy States, re- 
fused to approve the bill and the House 
itself had to call the measure to the floor 
by a petition signed by 218 members. 

Even if the Senate approves, however, 
the margarine fight will not be won. For 
22 States have laws prohibiting the sale 
of colored margarine and many others 
impose discriminatory taxes and restric- 
tions of one sort and another. But remov- 
al of unfair Federal regulation is the 
logical first step. For the States also must 
in time heed the voice of the people who 
have no desire to be taxed for the sup- 
port of the butter industry.

These 
circumstances concern recent White House con- 
ferences between the President and Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower. Subsequent to the conferences the 
former Allied Commander went away on an 
extended Spring vacation trip to Georgia with 
one of the President’s chief political advisers, 
George Allen, one-time RFC director now at- 
tached to the White House staff. 


Since then a repetition of rumors have been 
k{cking about to the effect that Mr. Truman 
called Gen. Eisenhower in with a view to feel- 
ing him out on accepting a draft for the presi- 
dential nomination by the Democrats. 


The stories are that the President, sensing 
that his own defeat seems inevitable, is prepared 
to step down at the last moment and ask the 
convention to nominate the popular military 
hero in his place. Further details of the same 
reports are that My. Allen was sent along with 
Gen. Eisenhower on the Southern trip to sell 
to do—accept the nomination. 

It would be a dramatic thing for the Presi- 
dent to do—and, most of his party leaders agree, 
the smartest thing he could do. It would be 
smart in that it would put the Democrats back 
into the presidential race as a vital force. If 
victory came in November, as many believe it 
would, Mr. Truman would be able to claim the 
lion’s share of credit. 


All of this may be nothing t rumor or 
wishful thinking on the part of those who are 
groping to some way to bring victory out of 
the certain defeat that now seems to face the 
party. But it does have an air of plausibility 
about it. 


One variation of the reports is that the Presi- 
dent will not make up his mind definitely until 
the Republicans meet in June and nominate their 
ticket. If his position is not improved then, he 
is said to be ready to withdraw from the con- 
test and leave the Democrats free to name some- 
one else. There can be little doubt that Gen. 
Eisenhower would be the man, if he is agreeable 
to accepting the nomination. 

There is just one thing to be added as a final 
note. In all of his references to his position a 
year hence; Mr. Truman seems to talk with too 
much assurance of his continued presence in 
the White House to ring true as to his plans 
for becoming a candidate for re-election. Sev- 
eral times he has facetiously invited people to 
be his guests on the new White House balcony 
after his present term will have expired.

A Quiet 
Political Essay 


Certain straws in the political -vinds may be 
clutched and examined for signs. Two of them 
now are in the air. Both are significant. 

In Alabama, where the fires of Southern revolt have been 
fanned the hardest by the same old anti-Roesevelt crowd so active 
against the President in 1940 and 1944, and against Sen. Hill in 
1944, there seem to be signs of a slowing down. 


Former Gov. Chauncey Sparks, speaking in Montgomery, has 
put up red stoplights on the Philadelphia Convention exits, where 
the more hotheaded of his contemporaries have been trying to 
install a green “go” system. (Gov. Folsom weeks ago put up his 
own stoplight.) 

“This talk of bolting the convention,” former Gov. Sparks 
said, “is foolish and impractical. Threatening to walk out of 
the convention is no way to block the Truman recommendations,” 
he insisted, suggesting instead a fight in the platform committee 
and on the floor. 


Alabama’s candidates for delegates have gone so far 
it will be difficult for them to reverse themselves. 
They are pledged to walk out, through a stoplight, if'necessary. 


The pity of it is, from the South’s viewpoint, that we listened 
to the hotheads. Calm voices were, for the most part, afraid to 
speak for fear there would be those who would charge them with 
being “for’ the Truman civil rights recommendations. So, the 
most impractical and the most illogical voices had the stage all 
to themselves, with results that now are plainly seen as imprac- 
tical and harmful to the Southern position. 


It is disturbingly comparable to the days of 1860, when the 
calm voices of the South went unheeded, and the hotheads pushed 
us into a war we might have avoided. 


Now, the more calm voices are being heard. One may hope 
it is not too late. 


In this conpection, it is worth noting that Georgia's 
committee course has been calm and intelligent. Chair- 
man James Peters has run neither with the hare nor hounds. He 
has skillfully kept the lines tight against, one may assume, the 
usual pressure from those who always want to stage a runaway, 
even if they smash the buggy against a tree. 


Georgia politicians, even of the present generation, remember 
that Tom Watson once bolted the party. The historic. lesson of 
that titanic struggle in which Watson’s great courage and politi- 
cal genius could not win, remain. ' 


The national party may be bankrupt after November, 
but there will be a Democratic Party long after Mr. Tru- 
man and the present issues are settled and accepted. 


All over the South politicians are beginning to think of that. 


Georgia 4s not the only State that has been calm. North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Florida have been relatively calm, partici- 
pating in conferences more or less experimentally. As in 1860, 
the worst and the most dangerously unsound leadership came 
most vocally from South Carolina and Florida. To these, in 1948, 
must be added Virginia. But, even there the Byrd machine had 
to water down its original proposals. 

There likely will be four States which will have at least 
some delegates who will walk out of the convention if it adopts 
civil rights measures even comparable with those of 1944. Others 
will concentrate on defeating Trumai. Decision as to withhold- 
ing ‘electors will come after the election in November. 


That second straw was an announcement by Georgia’s 
junior Senator, the able Richard B. Russell, that he 
would seek to line up support for Georgia’s favorite son, the senior 
Senator, Walter F. George. 


Some time ago it was argued here that a mild George boom 


would inevitably develop. The Russell announcement means that 
the committee seeking to find another candidate to replace Truman, 


which group was led by Sen, Russell, has been unable to find one. 


Sen. George, who has not sought to have his name placed before 
the convention, but who quite understandably will not forbid it, 
is likely to get support from a half dozen States, not all of them 


from the South, in the early balloting. Should the anti-Truman 


campaign gain real strength, as now does not appear likely, Sen. 
George would benefit from that. 


It now appears, however, that Truman is more assured of the 


nomination than before, and he always has seemed the best bet, 


largely because, as the Russell announcement confirms, that care- 
ful search has revealed no other candidate strong enough to replace 
him nationally. But his defeat in November assumes even heavier 
proportions. For the Democrats these be doleful days.

; You see, it always irritated me, particularly, 
Annatto Juice that the dairy lobby in* Washington had suc- 
ceeded in imposing a financiai penalty on users of oleo just because 
the makers of oleo had the temerity to use exactly the same dye 
material as do the mgkers of butter. How anyone ever justified 
such barefaced chicanery I could never understand. 


You see, when I was in my very early twenties, I was in the 
dairy business myself. Attended a College of Dairying and passed 
all exams in cheese making, butter making, milk testing, etc. And 
pin as butter miaker and as cheese maker in several Canadian 
actories. , 


So I remember the large containers of liquid dye made of an- 
natto berries that grow in South America. We used that dye in 
making both butter and cheese. 


There is a short period each year, just a couple 
Natural Color of weeks or a month, when the pasture grass is 
new and fresh and succulent, when the cattle themselves pass suffi- 
cient of the natural color into their milk to give the butter that 
rich, golden tint. But as the grass dries in the Summer sun, or, 
later, as the cattle are fed in their stalls in the barn, the natural 
color fades away and the butter, if not dyed, would be as white 
as any uncolored oleo you ever saw. 


So the wise butter maker strives to add just the sufficient quan- 
tity of annatto dye to reproduce the natural color as it was in the 
Spring. “ 

The same is true in the making of cheese. Annatto dye is used by 
cheese makers, too. 


So why, in all conscience, is there anything wrong in the makers 
of oleo using the same dye? Their product meets a need, just as 
does butter, and it is, likewise, pure, healthful, valuable in the diet. 

But why reiterate the old arguments? The House has seen the 
light, at last. Maybe the Senate will too, 


Incidentally, whether it colors butter, cheese or oleo, the annatto 
dye is altogether harmless. And it is only used in minute quan- 
tities. Four or five liquid ounces will satisfactorily color 600 gal- 
lons of milk, ready for the cheese making.

All right, thin girls, we'll take 
the weight problems from your 
corner. and cover the under- 
weight angles. 

First, let’s face it 
haven't a ghost of a chance of 
adding curves until you stop 
wasting vital energy in wner- 
vous tension and overfatigue. 
Fatigue not only dulls appetite, 
but decreases the power of di- 
gestion and assimilation. Think 
of it this way—you can only 
gain weight on the food that is 
properly digested and. assimi- 
lated. 

The ideal program for the 
thin girl includes a rest period 
before meals. That is not al- 
ways easy to manage, even for 
the homemaker. If you have 
more work to do now than you 
can possibly get done, naturally 
you'll bristle at that suggestion. 
But which is more important— 
that you accomplish everything 
and get thinner and more tired, 
or that you gain needed pounds 
and get back a feeling of well 
being? Overfatigue can take all 
the fun out of work and play 

. and out of living. 

Make an appointment with 
yourself ... to rest. Never 
break it. Plan to rest a full 30 
minutes before lunch every day. 
Untie your apron atrings and 
lie down. At first you will not 
be able to relax completely— 
that takes practice. But grad- 
ually you will find yourself able 
to relax your mind and your 
muscles. You’ll even be able to 
drop off to sleep. 

If it can be managed, take an- 
other rest period before the eve- 
ning meal. If this interferes 
with getting dinner, get the rest 
in a little earlier. But this late 
afternoon release from mental 
and physical tension will help 
you to feel at ease in the eve- 
ning and to sleep better that 
night—it prevents overfatigue.

They pointed out, however, that 
Federal repeal would not affect! <2 
22 other States where State laws| % 
forbid the sale and manufacture! *% 
of colored oleo. 

States which now prohibit the 
sale of colored oleo are California, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, IIli- 
nois, Iowa, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Montana, New Hampshire, New 
York, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, Vermont, Washing- 
ton, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

Maryland does not enforce its 
law, while Massachusetts has a.
